Program Next Week 
Health Dept 
Head Now 
Optimistic 


Second Shots May 
Be Given Before 
Peak Polio Season 


WASHINGTON (*)— The stalled 


antipolio inoculation p r o g r a m 
showed signs today of getting set 
to roll again, perhaps next week. 


U. S. Surgeon General Leonard 


A. Scheele, in a burst of optimism, 
said late Friday the program.may 
yet reach jts immediate goal—com- 
sletion of second shot* of the Salk 
vaccine for nine million school 
children before the late summer 
peak of the .polio season. A third 


booster" shot also is contem- 
plated, but this would -not come 
until seven months later. 


Scheela said at a news confer- 


ence it appeared "quite certain" 
that some vaccine supplies—held 
back for nearly three weeks for 
extra safety checks-r-would' be re- 
leased next week. He said Public 
Health Service approval of further 
supplies would follow "progressive- 
ly thereafter." 


Scheele '.'Optimistic" 


Earlier, he had told the- House 


Commerce 
Committee 
he was 


"very optimistic" now and that he 
expects the inoculations to. "go 
forward rapidly" after new vac- 
cine releases. 


Acceptance ,by six vaccine man 


ufacturers of tighter production 
and testing standards cleared the 
way for resumption of the mass 
immunization of first and second- 
graders. The National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis is paying 
for the shots. 


The revised standards, mostly 


technical in nature, were described 
by Dr. James Shannon as provid- 
ing for more heat to.kill any live 
virus, and for "more frequent test- 
ing, more sensitive testing" than 
has been the requirement up to 
now. 


Safety Factor 


Shannon, assistant director of the 


National Institutes of Health, aaid 
the stiffer requirements—' worked 
out by a committee of scientists— 
now contain a "safety factoi- that 
was not there before," 


One new requirement, he ex 


plained, involves tests after the 
vaccine has been poured into dis- 
pensing bottles ready for shipment. 
This is designed to make certain 
no living polio virus has gotten in 
after other tests. 


The additional t e s t i n g safe- 


guards, Scheele and Shannon said 
should not add very much to pro- 
duction time after the program 
gets going full blast. 


Sch«ele, who heads the Public 


Health Service, 'said the vaccine 
expected to^be cleared next week 
would be supplies already distribu- 
ted, but frozen when the inocula- 
tions were halted three weeks ago 
for safety rechecking after some 
youngsters who had received shots 
came.down with polio.

Since top quality paint co\ers about 500 square feet per gallon, 
it's easy to determine jour pain t needs by the method shown here, 


feet with an average height to the 
eaves of 13 feet has a surface area 
about 1800 square feet. A good 
grade of undercoater, or prime 
coat, covers about 450 square feet 
per gallon, .and a top-quality house 
paint covers 500 square feet per 
gallon. A little simple arithmetic 
reveals that four gallons of under- 
coater and three-and-a-half gallons 
of house paint are needed to cover.

Death would 
be harsh and cruel, but it still would have a purpose: It 
would bring lasting peace and freedom. 
. 
No one can doubt that the two great wars did indeed 


rid the world of tyrants and give freedom new breathing 
spells, if not permanent insurance. 
But the stretch between the wars was -a troubled, un- 


easy peace And the aftermath of World War H has really 
been no peace at all. but a new kind of warfare featuring 
coldly calculated tests of strength on many fronts of human 
endeavor, with occasional hot flare-ups. 
Our statesmen and diplomats are trying desperately to- 


day to relax the tensions that accompany this titanic strug- 
gle They are trying to prevent trouble zones from igniting 
even in small fires, for fear even tiny blazes may erupt into a 
conflagration that will destroy civilization. 


If they do not succeed, then the men who died in the 


great wars will have made a nearly futile sacrifice. They 
will only have bought a little time for freedom. 


As we fight to preserve our freedom and our lives, we 


honor those who yielded theirs so we might have this chance 
to endure, difficult thought the ordeal may be. 
We cannot capitalize this opportunity by the use of 


small measures. We must be willing to sacrifice, to suffer 
hardship, to labor well in the spirit of the men whom we pay 
new respect to on this Memorial Day. 
It is not enough to make glib promises that "never again 


will our boys fight on foreign shores." This is. a glittering 
phrase from a bygone age. With nuclear weapons, long 
range bombers and inter-continental guided missiles, today's 
big war would be automatically global. No shore is safe. 
And we must use any free shore that can serve as a vantage 
point against a sprawling enemy. 


If we would honor the dead of the wars of this century, 


then we must be willing to build the strength in weapons 
and trained men to convince an enemy he could not win a 
third world war for tyranny. We must be willing to add 
strength to our free friends, and help them find, their own. 
For the saving of freedom cannot be a task for America 
alone. 


i In all this effort we cannot assume we will inevitably 


use the force we are creating. Our goal is to prevent an 
enemy from using force against freedom. 


When we have him in that position, where he dare not 


risk resort to arms, we must be alert enough to recognize 
it. We must be ready to strike some kind of balance that 
will let the world live on in genuine peace. 


'. With all our tense trials in the past decade, this goal 
stilt possible of achievement. The day may- yet come when 
we -^eanc: believe with confidence that the blood of our sons 
bought an enduring prize.

Abandoned Ogle Cemetery Reclaimed... First Burial in 1839... 13 Old Soldiers at Rest

An Ogle County man has begun a project which he 


hopes will become a recognized historical shrine. 
Fred 


W. Becker, of Rt. 1, Byron, is working to restore one of 
the earliest cemeteries in this area. 


We visited Becker recently, and he told us some 


of the background of the cemetery and his work to 
reclaim it from the weeds and rav- 
ages of time. 


The old Brooklyn Cemetery is lo- 


cated on the road running north from 
the entrance to Lowden Park northeast 
of Oregon. The cemetery is about tv.'o 
miles from the park entrance, and is 
located behind the old Brooklyn School, 
now a residence. 


The cemetery dates from 1839 when 


Eliza, wife of Benjamin Boyee, who 
owned the property, died. 
The plot 


was a private cemetery until 1876 when a cemetery as- 
sociation was formed. 


Burials continued until 1936 when the weeds took over. 


The caretaker. Douglas P. Hambell, apparently became 
too old to continue the work. The cemetery was neglected 
until two years ago when Becker took an interest in it. 


A year ago Caretaker Hambell died and was buried 


in the cemetery. 


Since Becker began his work, he has cut the weeds 


and drawn a chart of all graves he could locate. 


He has assembled the pieces of shattered grave 


markers, and identified many of the graves. 
He be- 


lieves 260 graves are in the cemetery. 


One of Becker's main interests has been the 


finding of grave* of old soldiers. He says 13 vet- 
erans are buried there, two from the War of 1812 
and 11 from the Civil War. 


The War of 1812 soldiers were Leonard Loomis 


and Jacob Van Vleitt, Sr. The Civil War veterans 
were Solomon Baker, 
Hiram Boyee, 
William 


Boyee, Martin CroweH. Francis McCamly, John 
H. Miller, Thomas B. Moore, Allen Page, Ja«ob 
Van Vi«it. Jr., George H. Wells and Leonard 
Westbrook. 
Two organizations have helped Becker with his proj- 


ect. On Memorial Day a new flag, donated by Woman's 
Relief Corps of Oregon, will ripple in the breeze at the 
cemetery entrance, and each soldier's grave will have a 
marker and small flag. The Oregon American Legion 
post helped Becker get bronze flag standards for the 
graves that had none and secured the flags. 


When we asked' Becker what prompted him to begin 


the hard work of restoring the cemeteryr, he 'replied 
simply that he enjoyed the job, and believed it should 


. be done. 
We think that's reason enough. 


He also asked us to include a .request with 


this article. 
He would like anyone with rela- 


tives buried in the cemetery to get in touch with 
him. Write to Fred Becker. Rt. 1, Byron, or call 
him through the Oregon telephone exchange.

One estimate has been made to 


the effect that some 18 million per- 
aons in the United States and Can- 
ada and about 208 million in the 
entire world harbor the pesky pin- 
•worm or seatworm in their intes- 
tines. Whatever the figures, many 
correspondents have written me 
that their endeavors to push this 
pest out of their families almost 
drives them to distraction. 


Pinvvorms are more common in 


children than grownups, especially 
among those in large families or 
in those living in institutions. In- 
fection is comparatively rare in 
families in which separate bed- 
rooms are used. 


THIS IS BECAUSE the worms 


get on the bed linen, pajamas and 
other clothing and are picked up 
by others who come in contact 
with such objects. When children 
live in an institution or dormitory, 
or when several use the same bed- 
room, the spreading of the worms 
from one person to another is hard 
to avoid. 


.The eggs from pin worms are 


usually laid on the skin and mu- 
cous membrane near the outlet of 
the bowel. This causes severe itch- 
ing. In fact, the itching can be so 
bad that it produces nervousness, 
sleeplessness, and even convul- 
sions. The exact diagnosis must be 
made by taking swabs from the 
place where the worms are likeiy 
to be and examining the material 
under the microscope. 


DfFECTION with pinworrns is 


frequently confused with other par- 
asites and the diagnosis must be 


clarified by accurate examination. 
Once this has been done, proper 
treatment can be started. 


Drug treatment has been exten- 


sively used with satisfactory re- 
sults in some and not in others. 
Investigation of different prepera- 
tions goes on and it is encouraging 
to note that several preparations 
new to use in this field are show- 
ing a good deal of promise and 
resulting in a high cure rate. 


IF AN OUTBREAK of infections 


with pinworrns is discovered, treat- 
ment should be prompt and thor- 
ough. Those who are merely ex- 
posed as well as those who have 
definite signs of worms must be 
given 
information on 
hygienic 


measures. Careful and 
frequent 


washing of the hands with soap 
and water is the moat important. 


Once established, pinworms rare- 


ly or never disappear 
without 


treatment as many people have 
discovered for themselves. It looks 
as though it would be a long time 
before they can be entirely elimi- 
nated from their unwilling hosts. .

State Mile Mark 


DeKalb Runner Is Clocked at 
4:22.5; Seven Records Fall

STERLING—(Special)—Jim Bowers of DeKalb frac- 


tured the state mile record here last night as four watches 
timed him at 4:22.5. It is believed to be the best time ever 
recorded in Illinois by a high school runner, 


Unfortunately, Bowers' time will 


not count in the state high school 
records since only records set in 
the state track meet can count. Of 
th« six timers clocking the mile, 
four had Bowers at 4:22.5, one had 
him at 4:22.4 and the sixth had him 
at 4:22.6. 


Nevertheless, Bowers, a junior, 


set a new North Central Illinois 
conference record. He broke the 
mark he set last year when he was 
clocked at 4:32.6. It was Bowers' 
fastest time in his three year ca- 
reer as a high school miler and 
gets him closer to the 4:20.4 nation- 
al record set by a Warsaw, Ind., 
runner. 


The site of the fast mile was the 


Sterling township track and the 
occasion was the NCIC meet which 
was won by Sterling with 51 1/5 
points. DeKalb wound up second 
with 36 9/10 points. 


Rochelle 8th 


Dixon's Dukes scored 17 1/5 


points to take sixth place as they 
scored a second, two thirds, two 
fourths, two fifths and part of a 
five way tie for third. 


Other scoring in the meet: Men- 


dota 27; Geneseo 24; Princeton 
18 7/10; Eock Falls 16; Rochelle 
12; Ottawa 6, and Hall 1. 


In all, seven new conference rec- 


ords were set, eclipsing by one 
the number established last year. 
In addition to the mile mark set 
by Bowers, records were set by 
Harold Hussung of Sterling in both 
the high and low hurdles; by Ken 
Miller of DeKalb in the broad 
jump; by Lew Fhnn of Princeton 
in the pole vault; by Don Ander- 
son of DeKalb in the shot put and 
by Norm Ehlers of Mendota in the 
fliscus. 


Hussung's :14.6 high hurdle mark 


broke the standard set by C. Gar- 
riott of Sterling at :14.9 in 1950. 
Hussung also broke the :20.7 stand- 
ard set by Bill Lafferty of Dixon 
in 1951 when he ran :20.4. 


Miller's broad jump of 22* 


eclipsed the mark of 21' loy2" set 
by Roger Sever son of Ottawa in 
1952; Flinn's pole vault of 12' 7 
eent the 12' 6" mark of R. Thielen 
of Sterling into the discards.
